BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEUBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:

Section I. Section 998.10, Code 2011, is amended by adding
the following new subsection:

NEÍf SUBSECTION. 5. Notwithstanding any provision of this
section to the contrary, a distributor shall not be liable
for a violation of this section unless the distributor' or an

employee of the distributor, intentionally violates a provision
of this section,

Sec. 2. Section 998.108, subsection 1, Code 201I, is amended

to read as follows:
1. a. The department may deny, suspend, or revoke a

registration iesued pursuant to section 998.10 or 998.10A''
if the department finds that an appJ-icant, registrant, or
